“ Our grandmothers did without bak­ 
ing powder and were not sensible of 
any 
difficulty 
in 
preparing 
quick 
dough,” writes Ella Morris Kretachmar 
in The Woman’s Homo Companion. 
“ But one wonders if results were not 
oftentimes crude because of the nice 
oare necessary in using soda. 
In fact, 
there are certain legends respecting 
greenish yellow or spotted biscuit at 
which the present generation of house­ 
keepers smile, thanks to baking pow­ 
der. 
Soda, an alkali very injurious to 
the stomach, should never be used with­ 
out an acid to render it a neutral salt, 
as cream of tartar, muriatic acid or 
sour milk, and tho proportion must be 
exact or the mixture will be either acid 
or alkaline, 
‘‘Pure baking powders are simply a 
mixture of bicarbonate of soda and 
cream of tartar in tlieir proper propor­ 
tions, with perhaps twice their com­ 
bined weight of rice flour, oomstarch 
or plain flour to insure their keeping 
If really pure, they cannot be called in­ 
jurious, the danger lying in the use of 
powders having impure ingredients, of 
which quantities are doubtless sold 
daily. 
So sensible have housekeepers 
become of these adulterations that many 
are going back to tho use of soda and 
cream of ta r ta r , the use of which, as in­ 
dicated. requires both intelligence and 
care 
If one is dependent upon the 
average cook a standard baking powder 
is the safest reliance 
“ In the making of quick doughs (by 
use either of baking powder or soda and 
cream of tartar) there are two points 
not given in any cookbook, so far as the 
writer knows, which add greatly to per­ 
fection in rcsnlta To make such dough 
proceed as follows: 
“ Into one quart of flour (measured 
before sifting) put a level teaspoonful 
of salt and 2 heaping tcaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, or a level tcaspoon- 
ful of soda aud 2 rounding ones of 
cream of tartar, mix thoroughly with 
the hands and then sift twice. 
Next 
add a heaping tablespoonful of butter 
.... 
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m s+mj up 
lightly with tho hands and again put 
through the sieve* pressing the last 
heavier part through with the fingers or 
hand. 
Now toss the mixture liglyly 
about as when first putting in the hak 
ing powder, and it will be found that 
the shortening is distributed with per 
feet evenness through the flour. 
Have 
ready a scant pint of sweet milk in a 
mixing bowl and into this put half of 
the flour. Beat hard for a few miuutea. 
when the mixture will be as smooth as 
satin. Add rapidly the rest of the flour, 
roll out quickly, cut (if for biscuit) and 
bake at once in a rather hot oven. 
"Some flours require more wetting 
than others, but the rule for guidance 
is ‘a dough as soft as can bo handled. ’ 
A little flour more or leas will not 
spoil tho general resnlt if other direc­ 
tions are carefully followed."

A M edical Man Say# That m » B uie They 
Are F lat Sided. 
Consumptives have flat sided beads 
This interesting discovery has been 
made by Dr. Mark L Knapp of New 
York. 
His paper on the subject, read 
before the New York (Jaunty Medical 
association, is printed in The Medical 
Record. 
One of the conclusions of Dr. Knapp 
is that tuberculosis can neither bo in­ 
fectious nor communicable. This is the 
opinion held by Dr. Shrady, editor of 
The Medical Record, and is the opinion 
not held by Dr. Wilson aud his associ­ 
ates of the New York city board of 
health. 
However this deduction is regarded 
by medical men gcnesally, Dr. Knapp 
does not intend to be understood as say­ 
ing that the fact that a man has a flat 
sided bead (called medically a piano- 
parietal bead) either already has or that 
ho of necessity is doomed to have tuber­ 
culosis. That this assumption would bo 
absurd Dr. Knapp shows by saying that 
centenarians and athletes are recruited 
from the ranks of the piano-parietala 
Nor does he wish to be understood as 
meaning that tuberculosis modifies the 
contour of a head which previously had 
1»een of a different shape. 
Dr. Knapp 
says his statements are substantiated by 
a few hundred cases, of which 477 were 
collected from four New York hospitals. 
In all the/sc cases only four exceptions 
to the rule were found. 
The

important 
conclusion 
reached by Dr. Knapp is that the foun­ 
dation of tuberculosis is laid in early 
life, and therefore the way to save the 
adult is to gnard the child.

Ex-Judge William A. Vincent, the 
leading counsel for the defendant in this 
eel* bra ted case, the man to whose brains 
and skill and energy Luetgert. lx’youd 
all doubt, owes his great legal victory, 
gave consent to the affidavit being made. 
Thi scene in the jail when Luetgert 
took the oath was as dramatic as the 
circumstances were unique. 
In the 
dimly lighted jail corridor, Luetgert 
standing erect and grasping the iron 
bars that still kept him from liberty, 
lifted his right hand aud solemnly as­ 
sented as the notary administered the 
binding form. The grewsome surround­ 
ings were a reminder in some degree of 
the midnight occurrences in the factory 
cellar that have become farmiler to the 
hundreds of thousands who have fol­ 
lowed the details of the great trial.

Some of the Things W hich Beery Good 
Housekeeper Should Know. 
“ Our grandmothers did without bak­ 
ing powder and were not sensible of 
any 
difficulty 
in 
preparing 
quick 
dough, ” writes Ella Morris K re tech mar 
in The Woman’s Homo Companion. 
“ But one wonders if results were not 
oftentimes crude because of the nice 
care necessary in using soda 
In fact, 
there are certain legends respecting 
greenish yellow or spotted biscuit at 
which the present generation of house­ 
keepers smile, thanks to baking pow­ 
der. 
Soda an alkali very injurious to 
the stomach, should never be used with­ 
out an acid to render it a neutral salt, 
as cream of tartar, muriatic acid ca* 
sour milk, and tho proportion must be 
exact or the mixture w ill bo cither acid 
or alkaline. 
“ Pure baking powders are simply a 
mixture of bicarbonate of soda and 
cream at tartar in tlveir proper propor­ 
tion*, with perhaps twice their com­ 
bined weight of rice flour, cornstarch 
or plain flour to insure their keeping 
If really pure, they cannot be called in­ 
jurious, til© danger lying in the use of 
powders having impure ingredients, of 
which quantities are doubtless sold 
daily. 
So sensible have housekeepers 
become of those adulterations that many 
are going back to tho use of soda and 
cream of tartar, the use of which, as in­ 
dicated. requires both intelligence and 
care 
lf one is dependent upon the 
average cook a standard baking powder 
is Hic safest reliance. 
“ In the making of quick doughs (by 
use cither of baking powder or soda and 
cream of tartar) there are two pointe 
not given in any cookbook, so far as the 
writer knows, which add greatly to per­ 
fection in results To make such dough 
proceed as follows: 
“ Into one quart of flour (measured 
before sifting) put a level teaspoonful 
of salt and 2 heaping teaspoonfuls of 
beking powder, or a level teaspoon­ 
ful of soda aud 3 rounding ones of 
cream of tartar, mix thoroughly with 
the hands and then sift twice 
Next 
add a heaping tablespoonful of butter 
or butter and 
lard 
mixed, rub up 
lightly with th© bands and again put 
through th© sieve, pressing the last 
heavier part through with tim fingers or 
hand. 
Now tom the mixture liglyly 
about as when first putting in tho bak­ 
ing powder, and it will be found that 
the shortening is distributed with per­ 
fect evenness through the flour. 
Have 
ready a scant pint of sweet milk in a 
mixing bowl and into this put half of 
the flour. Beat hart! for a few minutes, 
when tho m ature w ill be as smooth as 
satin. Add rapidly the rest of the flour, 
roU out quickly, cut (if for biscuit) and 
bake at once in a rather bot oven. 
“ Some flours require more wetting 
than others, but the rule for guidance 
is ’a dough as soft as can be handled. ‘ 
A little flour more or I em will not 
spoil tho general result if other direc­ 
tions are carefully followed. ”

Consumptives have flat sided beads 
Thia interesting discovery baa been 
made by Dr. Mark I. Knapp of New 
York. 
Ilia paper on the subject, read 
before the New York (Jaunty Medical 
association, is printed in The Medical 
Record. 
One of the conclusions of Dr. Knapp 
is that tuberculosis eau neither be in­ 
fectious nor communicable 
This is the 
opinion held by Dr 8brady, editor of 
The Medical Record, and is the opinion 
not held by Dr. Wilson aud his aasoci 
ates of the New York city board of 
health. 
However this deduction is regarded 
by medical mea generally, Dr. Knapp 
does not intend to be understood as say­ 
ing that the fact that a uwui has a flat 
sided head (called medically a piano 
parietal bead) either already has or that 
he of necessity is doomed to bavetul>er- 
culosia That this assumption would bo 
absurd Dr. Knapp shows by saying that 
centenarians and athletes are recruited 
from the ranks of the piano-pari*'tai*. 
Nor does be wish to be understood as 
meaning that tuberculosis modifies the 
contour of a beati which previously had 
been of a different shape. 
Dr. Knapp 
says his statements are substantiated by 
a few hundred cases, of which 477 were 
collected from four New York hospitals. 
Lu all the^e cases only four exceptions 
to the rule were found.

important 
conclusion 
reached by Dr. Knapp is that the foun­ 
dation of tuberculous Is laid in early 
life, aud therefore the way to save the 
adult is to guard the child.
